through this lovely country of southeastern 
Iowa (and it is lovely, you bet) I find th« 
people .mightily exercised about the locusts 
which, as they say, "are comma; out of the 
ground by millions." They seem to be doing 
no great damage, however, and my guess is 
that they are not the regular seventeen-year 
locusts, for this is not their year 


I remember well when the "clipper built 


grasshoppers" of Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska 
were called locusts 
The people borrowed 


the name from their reading ol Scripture, 
and thereby slandered a tolerably innocent 
creature, tor the real locust in this country 
really does Just as little harm as he can con- 
sistently with his business of propagating his 
species,-while the high flying grasshoppers 
make a desert a& they go. 


As this locust emerges from the ground it 


looks like a worm muffled in a loose sack, the 
latter dries in a few minutes, cracks and 
slips off, and then the feeble insect staggers 
out nnd begins to feel around for something

fast though, and it is really interesting to 
watch the little gossamer wings expand and 
vibrate in tho breeze till tho little thing gets 
able to work them. As soon as able they 
mDuntto the limb of a young tree and go to 
cutting a hole, eithci to suck out tho juice or 
to lay eggs in, 01 perhaps both 
And this is 


the only way they do any damage—and not 
very much at that—as they never bother 
fruit or grain 01 grass Tho real seventeen- 
year locusts camo in 1851,1803 and 1885. 


In the Hist and last named years I was In 


western Indiana, and in 18681 was out on the 
Union Pacific giade in Wyoming andtTtah, 
and no one thei e noticed tho locusts, as they 
aro liable to have such things any year out 
there. Whon they first came on the Mor- 
mons (in 1850 and '51) the latter called them 
crickets, nnd they corresponded exactly to 
the description of those crickets which ore 
such a, curse in Algiers and other sections of 
Africa, 
They ato one crop clean to the 


ground. Then tho Mormons offered public 
prayers and planted again 
The crickets 


came again and began on the second crop 
Then tho Mormons prayed louder than ever, 
and enormous flocks of gulls came from the 
lake and ato up tho crickets! So the crop 
was saved, and tho Mormon historian piously 
adds that "therowero no gulls in the coun- 
try before tho Latter Day Saints come " I 
am glad to odd that even among the Mor- 
mons there aro not as many "gulls" as there 
were thirtyrodd jears ago And this re- 
minds me of Apostle Orson Hyde's petition 
with which he closed his public prayers in 
the years when "locusts" threatened. It ran 
about thus 


"And finally, Lord, save us from all Injuns, 


crickets, serpents, apostates and grasshop 
pers, and from all those carnivorous animals 
that go who-e-e rt, whe-e-e-rt (whistling) in 
the night time' 


The cause of these destructive visitations, 


whether of locusts, crickets or grasshoppers, 
seems everywhere the same Wherever there 
lls a fertile, cultivated valley with a great 
stretch of dry and desert country west of it, 
they may bo expected, and so we see in tho 
(Missouri region that as the lino of cultiva- 
tion goes farther westward, tho liability do- 
icreascs. Since western Kansas bos been set- 
tled the eastei a section is free of the pests 


All this, however, has little to do with this 


year's locusts, .vhich are comparatively harm- 
less, though tho Iowa people do not yet feel 
easy on that point 
The sights and sounds of 


1885 in Indiana were among the most re- 
markable I ever witnessed. There was a con- 
tinued monotonous roai, or rather a rattle, 
like many threshing machines at a distance 
and this continued over a month 
It was 


not specially unpleasant, and did not inter- 
fere with conversation or business. Suddenly 
one Friday evening it slackened, during Sat- 
urday it rose and Coll at intei vals, and Sun- 
day brought a quit t <w profound that it was 
almost painful 
Uho locusts had "got in 


their woik, and weie eveiy where fulling 
dead from tho trees Not another "yeep" 
was heard from them, but boon after tho 
regular August katydid began his fiddling, 
and the weathoi wieo said ' Only s« weeks 
till flost." So faros I could learn not a pai- 
ticle of damage was done, not o\en a bush 
killed 


In 1851 the locusts were equally numerous 


and noisy 
Scientific men then i idiculed the 


"sevonteen-yoai" idea, and sold it was merely 
a phase of that curious popular notion that 
"things iu nature run by sevens or seven 
teensi" but as olton, happens, it turned out 
that the obsoi vation of common people was 
wiser than the wisdom of tho learned, as tho 
creatures have sinco filled tholi term twice 
Unquestionably there oio locusts with other 
terms—some of three years, some of seven, 
and probably some of fourteen, but none 
compare in numbers with tho sm onteen year 
fellows, and these, of course, make their de- 
but In different years in different parts of tho 
tho country " As to the common locuet,which 
does no harm and is seen moi cor less eveiy 
year, it is a httlo shorter and thicker than 
these pel iodical locusts, and lays its eggs in 
tho ground 
Tho encyclopaedia colls it ' a 


saltatory orthoptcrous insect of the family 
locustidce, and tho genus ocridinm, locusta, 
coloptcnus and others," so wo need not won 
der that it scat cs folks when It comes in num 
bqrs.

and is not yet ready to make any report 
touching that company.

The Torrid Season. 


It was hot enough yeateriay, hut night 


and to-day to make even the ioe oream 
and ioe men wish for a cold wave. Sleep 
was next to impossible during the night, 
there being no breeze to fan the fevered 
forms that tossed about on hot couohee. 
It was a night of perspiration and worry, 
At 7 o'clock this morning the mercury 
was 80 and it has been climbing higher 
with exasperating persistency.

This morning 
John Irwin got a telegram from Greeley 
which read: "Fair weather, preceded in 
the northern sections by local rains— 
cooler." The signal service record kept 
at the Maxwell House by George W.

July, 
1887, was a hot month. At 7 a. m. in that 
month the mercury ranged from 62 on 
the 25th to 84 on the 7th; at 12 noon, 
from 80 on the 2d to 95 on five days of 
the month; at 6 p. m., from 81 to 95 on 
the 29th. For July, 1888, the record was 
at 7 a, m., 50 on the 10th to 79 on the' 
31st; at 12 noon, from 65 on the 14th to 
92 on the 7th and 31st; at 7 p, m. from 
62 on the 14th to 90 on the 31st. In July, 
'87, there were rains on the 1st, 2d and 
6th; in July, '88, rains on the 3d, 4th, 7th, 
8th and 9th.

The Torrid Season. 


It was hot enough yesterday, last night 


and to-day to make even the ioe cream 
and ice men wish for a cold wave. Sleep 
was next to impossible during the night, 
there being no breeze to fan the fevered 
forms that tossed about on hot couches. 
It was a night of perspiration and worry. 
At 7 o'clock this morning the mercury 
was 60 and it has been climbing higher 
with exasperating persistency.

At 7 n. m. in that 
month the mercury ranged from 62 on 
the 25th to 84 on the 7th; at 12 noon, 
from 80 on the 2d to 96 on five days of 
the month; at 6 p. m., from 81 to 95 on 
the 29th. For July, 1888, the record .was 
at 7a.m., 50 on the 10th to 79-on the 
31st; at 12 noon, from 65 on the 14th to 
92 on the 7th and 31st; at 7 p. m. from 
62 on the 14th to 90 on the 31st. In July, 
'87, there were rains on the let, 2d and 
6th; in July, '88, rains on the 3d, 4th, 7th, 
8th and 9th.

A REMARKABLE STORY. 


White Slaves on tlio Sugar Plantations of 


the Hawaiian IslB-adn. 


a Benedict, a waiter in a' Main 


street restaurant, only reached this 
city a short time ago. He has just es- 
caped from a life of slavery that is, ac- 
cording to his story, a hu ndred times 
more severe in every respect than were 
the old slavery days before the war. 
Learning of this fact, a reporter looked 
him up and drew out the following 
statement, which was 
told 
in 
ts 


straightforward manlier that can not 
be disbelieved: 


"Almost six years ago," Mr. Ben- 


edict began, "I was a waiter in a San 
Francisco 
restaurant, when I was 


taken sick, and tho doctor who attend- 
ed hie told mo that I wotild have to get 
away from San Francisco unless I 
wanted to die of consumption. Tho 
first day that I was able to bo out I 
walked down to tho water front and 
was watching tho ships discharge, 
when a stranger approached and asked 
mo to tnke a walk. 
After having a 


little1 conversation with mo ho learned 
that I wished to leave tho city, and he 
told mo that ho'was friendly with a 
number of people in Honolulu, and that 
he was confident that I could get work 
as soon as I reached tho islands. Ho 
told me that ho represented a certain 
firm, and was confident that I could 
get froc passage to tho island? if I 
would go. 
I mot • him the next day, 


and lie informed mo that ho had se- 
cured thirteen others who would go, 
and he introduced me to several ot 
them. They 
aU_, thought it a good 


chance to get out of California for 
.while, and I consented to go. We 
sailed on a schooner tinder a man 
named Myers, and were treated like 
regular passengers for a few days, or 
until we all got over our seasickness, 
when Captain Myers came around one 
day with a big blank book in his hands. 
Ho asked us our true names, place of 
birth, age and what occupation we had 
followed. 


"Wo thought it very strange pro- 


;cedings, but said nothing, although 
wo wero greatly troubled. When we 
readied tlio islands, we did not go into 
pot-t, but stopped onlsido. A steam- 
launch was soon alongside, and a man, 
who ropresonted himself to be a doctor, 
came aboard. 
He and tho captain 


wero closeted for quite awliilo, when 
the doctor came aft and gave each one 
of us a medical examination. 
The 


captain and doctor then lift tho ship, 
and a few hours after wo weighed 
anchor and for two days we wero 
sailing in and out among islands. 
Finally we were landed at a largo 
sugar plantation and given to under- 
stand that wo wore to work In tho 
iiold. Wo learned the next day that 
tho plantation was owned by two men 
who wero considered the hardest task- 
masters on tho islands. Wo wove told 
that wo had been employed through 
the captain and that wo wero to get 
$50 a month each. Wo hesitated about 
going to work at first, but the foreman 
talked very nice to us, and after we 
had worked a month wo wont to tho 
foreman's olllco to draw our pay. 
Horn wo were horrifiqd to learn that 
wo had boon sold to tho sugnr-plantors 
as slaves for so much a head, that it 
would take us just thrco years to buy 
our freedom, if wo worked every day. 
Wo wero credited with twenty-five 
cents a day when wo worked, and 
whon we woro too sick to work they 
charged us seventy-five cents a day 
for board. They paid so much for 
us, and we had to work our freedom 
out at tho rate of twenty-five cents a 
day, 
and 
under 
tho laws of the 


island wo agreed 
to this contract 


tho first day wo worked—as going 
to work with our own free will signi- 
fied that we wore willing to work for 
the planters for our passage to tho 
islands. Well, wo made a hard kick 
against such treatment, but there was 
no help for it, as tho plantation was 
guarded by 
a company 
of native 


soldiers who wore only too willing to 
shoot a white slavo who attempted to 
oscapo. 


"Whon wo refused to work, we were 


placed in tho slocks and whipped un- 
til tho blood all-earned off our backs. 
When a man wanted to lay off, be- 
cause1 of sickness, a plantation doctor 
was called in, and if tho doctor said ho 
was not sick tho follow was either 
whipped or 
them to tnko 
him because ho could not work. A 
man was taken violently sick onu day, 
but the doctor said he was all right, 
and tho overseer in ado him go to tlio 
field. 
Ho struggled along until about 


noon, when he dropped down dead. 
We 
wero 
worked 
ton 
hours 
a 


day, 
and 
no 
sot 
of 
men 


wero over worked 
harder in 
the 


world. 
Tho work on a sugar planta- 


tion is novcr ended, and there are but 
few men who can hold it up many 
years. 
Out of tho fourteen who wont 


with mo there aro but few who lived 
through their slavery clays. 
Afl or I 


had been there throe years 1 thought 
my time was up, but I had a surprise 
in store for mo in the shape of a bill 
the company had against me for eat- 
ing sugar cane and playing sick. The 
overseer had charged, me with every 
mouthful of sugar-cane I over ate, and 
it took mo just two ye.irs.moro to work 
it out at tho rate of two bits a day. 1 
never ate any moro sugar-cane, and, 
as good luck would have II, I was not 
sick. 
It took mo just iivo years anil .a 


few weeks to work out, and if 1 had 
to tell you what I suffered during that 
time you would wonder that I am 
alive to-day. People might Iivo in 
Honolulu a lifetime and never know 
any thing about the slavo system that 
is being carried on in the Sandwich 
Islands."— Los Angeles (Cal.) Times.
